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[|. TYPES OF CERTIFICATES 



Proviiional Certifieate 

Provliional certiHrates are issued In all areai of cartifitttlon 
and are valid for three to six years. Provisional certifiGatis are not 
renewable, ai the holder must qualify for a profesiional certificate 
upon the expiratldn of the provisional certificate. 

Profaisfonal Gertlficate 

Professional certificatai are issued in all areas of certification 
and are valid for life. In addition to varying amounts of course 
work required for a professional certif i^te, an irdividual must have 
suwessfully completed three years of experience in Rhode Island. 
Temporary Provisional Certlfi^te 

Temporary provisional certifleatas, which do not require a 
bachelDf's degree, are issued in two areas— vo^tionaj eduction 
and school nursinf. Th^e certiflwtes are valid for a one-year 
period and expire on the August 1 followmg their issuan^* Re- 
newal of ttmporary provisjonal certificates Is granted each year to 
those Individuals who have had a successfu! teaching experlince 
and who ^mplate a minimum of six semester hours of basic 
course work. Further renewals mb contingent upon the annual com- 
pletion of six semerter hours of approved study toward a bachelor's 
degree. 

Special Provisional Certificate 

^wtal provisional certiflcatfts are ilsued only in the area of 
elementery education. They are issued to individuali who posiesi 
a bachelor's degree and who have been appointed to a position^ 
under a ^operating teacher in an approved to^aming program. The 
applicant must have completed at least eighteen lemester hours of 
edut^tion roufse work approved for the preparation of elementary 
school t^cheri, The special provistonal certificate is not renewable. 
The holder must fulfill the requirements for the provisional elemen- 
mry certificate within one year. 

Substitute Certtficate 

Substitute certificates are Issued In all areas for which regultar 
^rtlfi^tes are granted and are valid for a period of 75 days in a 
school year. A substitute is classified as an individual whose poiltlon 
is based on a day-to^ay asiignment. The r^ulremonts for a lub* 
stitute ^iif Irate are the same as those for either the temporary pro- 
visional or prgvlsional certificate, with the exception of the recency 
of study requirement, 
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Student Taachtf Cartifi^ate 



Student t^eh^f eirtlfleates are mumi in all Brm$ for which 
r^ular wtifieates are granted, thay are i^lld for a p€ried of six 
ninths and are issu^ at tho requert of wlleges or univ^mies 
having an ipprovad t^eher ^u^tion program. The itudent teaeher 
^trfi^te entltlei a student to engage in laboratory, int^n, or 
prartce taaching expgrien^ in the publie sehooli of tfie rate 
while under the supervision of qualified wllege and school depart- 
ment supefviiors, 

Emergeney ^rtifieate 
An emK^gency certifi^te is a one-year Gertifi»te, Issued In 
short-age ar^s, to an individual who does not qualify for tfie pfo- 
visional eertifiwte. The em^^ney certiftrate is i^u^ only upon 
applicatlQn of a lo^l school superintendent, submitted after July 1* 
in wtiich he declares an inability to lowte a fully cmifiable ran- 
didata. The Department of iduratlon re^rv^ the ri^t to verify 
ttiat a shorted exists. Applltations for emergency c^rfi^tes are 
not accepted from individuals in s^rch of teaching ^sltlcHii, All 
em^'gency eertificates expire on the August 1 following tiieir 
i^uan^. 

An em^gency ^ifieite may be renewed if: (1) tfie tocher 
^ had 1 su w^ul Aching experien^ and {2) the appll^nt pre- 
^ts six semper hours of ^lle^ wedit appli^ble to regular 
tlfifmion requirement. Any teachef vAio is op^intetfafter Febru- 
ary 1 to a ^Sition whieh requires emergency ^rtif iMtion must 
oompiete at least three semester hours of allege wedit to bc> 
eljgiWe for renewal.

III. Methods OF CERTiFicAfiON 

CERTIFICATION THROUGii PROGRAIV! APPROVAL 
Rhode Iiland Inrtltutions 

In Rhsde Iiland, es in other rtatei. tha preparation of taarheri 
IS perciived in terms of syitematic pregrami of study planntd fay 
Gollegei and univarsitlts, ather than an i^umulation of mdlvidual 
eollegg courses to meet rsqujremente speeified in itete aartification 
rggulatfoni. Accordingly, the Department of Eduction works with 
tfie various alleges and universities in Rhode Island toward the 
developm^:it of planned and lequential eurrieula for each of the 
^veral teaehing areas for whieh the institutions provide instruation 
Prografm are then formally approved by the Department of Educ- 
tion. STudents who complete them suecassfully, and who are recom- 
mendtd for certif loation by the inititution. are issued a provisional 
certifi^te. 

Out-of-state Institu* ons 

Graduates of colleges and univeriities, which, at the time of 
tfie apph^nt^i graduation are fully accredited by the National 
Gouneil for the A^reditation of Teaohar Eduction (Nf A^E) are 
ehgiWe for provisional certification in Rhode Island for the area or 
level of teaehing m which the applicant is recommended by his 
preparing InrEltution. 

Thii policy applies only to the applicant who have graduated 
from *e regularly approved teacher eduratmn program which is 
specifrally approved by the National Couneil for tfie AccredlQtion 
of T^^ef Eduction. Furthermore, the policy applies only to the 
certtfi^tion of teachers, net to school service personnel, such as 
principals, supervi^rs. superintendent, and others. Graduates ap^ 
plying for certification on the basis of completing an N.CJ^T.E. 
approve program should $q indicate In Item 11 Jine 3 of tha applh 
^tion form, 

CERTIFICATION THROUGH RECIPROCITV 
Rhode Island has entered into a reciprocity compact^ where- 
by applicants from certein other states may, under stipulated con- 
ditions, revive initial Rhode Island certification, Appli^ny who 
With to obtem Rhode Island certification under this compact should 
indicate tfiis in Item II, line 3 of the appllMtion form when sub^ 
mitting their application, transcripts, and other required documents 
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Northeast Stetts Elementerv Teacher Reciproeity Compaet 

Graduatts of bac^laureite programi in elemenGry adutttion 
in institutiom in any New England stete. New V :rk, Ntw J^iey. 
PennsyivEnia, Maryland, and Delav\rare will bi eligible for pfoviiional 
certifi^tian provided: (1) the program is approved by the Steta 
Department of Eduaation in which ih^ institution ii lorat^; and 
(2) tfie inititirtion is accredited by a regional or national aQcr^itjng 
agency. 

Intefilata Ayeemint on Qualification of Educational Personnel 

The inta^ftate ayeement providei for eertifiration of out-of- 
ftete appli^nm on either an approved program basis or on an 
exptfienee basts. The stetes include in this agreement ari as of 
^ptember 1974: Alaska, ^iifornia, Connecticut, Dalaware, Florida, 
Hawaii, Indiana, Kentuckv. IVlaine, Maryland, f\tes«chusam, Nebras* 
ka. North Carolina, New Ham^hirt, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, 
Oklahoma. P^nsylvania, Rhode Island, South Dakota, Uah, Var* 
mont, Virginia, Washington, West Virginia, and Wisconsin. 

The pr ovisiof^ of the approved program basis for eertiftotion 
are: (1) po^»ion of a bachelor's degree from a regionally ac- 
^edited inrdtution, and (2) completion of a stete approve pro- 
gram of t^^s- praparation on or after JanuaiY 1* 1964, A lift 
of s^te approved programs Is published annually and may be ob^ 
teined from any participating Stete Department of Edu^tiofi. 

The provisions of the experlen^d teacher basis for c^rfia- 
tton are: (1) po^e^ion of a valid initial, regular or advan^ wti- 
ficate j^ued by a j^rty state, (2) fwss^iion of a bac^laurme or 
post-ba<^laur^te degree, antf, (3) twenty^ven months of regular 
t^ehing servi^ during the ieven y^ri immediately precaedif^ the 
^te of applioition. lighteen of the twenty'seven months of im- 
p^ien^ must have been undar the cartif i^te f or which application 
is being made. 

CERTIFICATION THROUGH TRANSCRIPT EVALUATION 
For th^ appli^nts who have not completed an approved 
gram, or canriot be gertified by reciproaity, it is necas^ry *at an 
anaiyiis of coilega transcripts be made In order to dat^mlne the 
appli^nt's eligibility for eertifi^tion. Transcript evaluation is rr^e 
only on ttie basis of an official eollega transcript, A transa^lpt is not 
offioial unl« ft contains the impre^ad saal of the college ar^ the 
original signature of the registrar or other dasignatad off of the 
allege or univafsity.

Graduates of In-Stete Approved Programs 

Graduatfi of in-sWe approved programs will complete the 
eppliatson form (Form 1001) in their junior or senior yearj then 
return the application to their allege. Upon eompietisn of degree 
requirement, the allege or unlversi^ will forward all applications, 
to^th^ with officiil transcfipts and recommendations for eertifi' 
cation» to the Department of Education for processing and for the 
i^Uin^ of certifi^tes.

VII. PROGRAM APPROVAL PROCEbURES 

Formal approvBl of a program of «udy Is given to ■ higher 
eduatlon Inftltutlon on the bails of documentation presinted by 
the highar eduatlon Institution, and on an evaluation visit by a 
team selected by the Department of Education. Recommendations 
for Mrtlfication are accepted only from higher education institutions 
with approved programs In teacher eduratlon. 

To have ■ program In teacher eduratlon approved by the 
Department of Eduratlon, the higher education Institution dis- 
crlbes Its intentions concernini courses, faculty and facilities in a 
written proposal on forms provided by the Offlcrof Teacher Educav 
tlon and Certlflratlon. The basis for program approval is Sttndards 
for State Approval of Teacher Eduratlon, 1973 revision. • 

When a propoal has ^en deemed accBptable, a letter for 
approval Is forwarded to the President of the higher Eduwtion 
Institution by the Commis«inner of Eduatlon. Programs which 
have been classified as approved by the Commissioner continue to 
be approval until a change nw^Itttes another approval procMS. 
Program approval status for the purposes of the Intersttte Agree^ 
ment on Quallflratlon of Eduratlon Personnel is grantBd for a five 
year period.
